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Electrocardiographic chest lead electrodes integrated into a flat plate in which the 
locations of electrodes are adjustable 

The integrated flat-plate electrocardiographic chest lead electrodes, in which electrodes 
and their lead wires are integrated into a flexible and elastic thin flat plate that is, at its 
one end, provided with a terminal connecting with the electrocardiograph, allows easy, 
prompt, accurate, and clean electrocardiography irrespective of the subjects' physical 
constitution by making the system in plural sizes and throw each away after use. 
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
